Calgary Sells Debentures at 89 to

Calgary, Nov. 1l—At a private meet- 
ing of Calgary Conservatives, held on 
Vriday night last, M, 8. MeCarthy, 
M.P., stated positively and definitely 
that he would not seek re-election, as 
he had found that he could no longer 
neglect his work for political life. 
This comes as a great shock to the 
Conservatives of this district, as all 
hope for returning a Conservative at 
the next election fades when Mr. Me- 
Carthy refuses to run, 

Three months ago there was a per- 
sistent rumor that MeCarthy would 
retire, but later, when Borden visited 
Calgary and afterwards McCarthy 
gave the impression that he would 
stand for re-election and his positive 
statement now that ha will not comes 
us a thunderbolt to his followers. At 
the same meeting another candidate 
vas discussed and Dr, A. O. McRae, 
principal of Western Canada college, 
was considered. 

Up to date he has not signified his 
intention of accepting the candida- 
ture. Should he run, it is confidently 
expected that any Liberal candidate 
would carry the riding with ease 

Calgary, Nov. 11—At a special meet-

St. Paul, Nov. 10.—What apparent- 
ly is one of the boldest counterfeiting 
gaimes ever attempted in the North- 
west was nipped in the bud when 
secret service agent MeManus walked 
into the foom in one of the union 
blocks and arrested a man supposed 
to be Earnest R. Workman, of Win- 
nipeg, and secured $20,000 counter- 
feit money of Workman's own manu- 
facture, 

Until arrested Workman had ne 
suspicion that he was watched or fol- 
lowed, the secret service department 
being on his trail daily for the past 
three weeks. Workman was said to 
be on the eve of departing for Winni- 
peg, as he could pass bad money bet-

The stuff was in the shape of gold 
certificates.

Montreal, Nov. 8.—A striking feature 
of the fall wheat movement on the 
C.P.R. is the inerease in the all raii 
shipments to the seaboard, As a 
general rule litthe wheat is shipped 
to the coast for transportation to the 
old country until the close of naviga 
tion, possibly owing to the lateness of 
the harvest and the consequent rush 
of wheat for any kind of transporta-

rail. The shipments by rail thir 
vear have started weeks earlier than 


asual, and are already assuming con- 
siderable proportions. Already the 
Canadian Pacifie has shipped ne 
less than 321,000 bushels of wheat by) 
he all rail route from the west over 
the north shore section through — tc 
West St. John, whence it will be load 
«l on the Atlantic boats for shipment 
to Liverpool. A large proportion o! 
the grain that has so far been shipped 
east by the lake route has been ab- 
sorbed in the Canadian milling mar 
ket.. The result has been that ex- 
port wheat has had to find some othei 
outiet before winter sets in, and the 
Canadian Pacific has furnished this

GENERAL BOOTH 
SAYS FAREWELL 


To America—Aged Soldier of Gospel 
Addresses People of This 
Continent. 


New York Nov, 10.—Last night a 
big open air demonstration, at which 
stereoptican reproductions of various 
scenes connected with his life work, 
was a novel feature, Genetal Booth, 
the founder of the Salvation Army, 
who sailed today for England, brought 
to a conclusion his American  cam- 
paign. 

He _preferred an open air meeting 
rather than an indoor meeting. He 
nade an address said 
hat he believed that no place was 
better fitted for the pulpit of his uni- 
jue organization than out of doors 
Many of the Army’s triumphs had 
been won there. 

He stood on the stéps of the city 
hall, surrounded by hundreds of uni- 
formed followers, the glare of dozens 
wf torches strikingly showing his tall

erect figure. His voice was some- 
what husky from the strain of his 
many recent addresses, and it was 


necessary to repeat his words through 
1 megaphone. Tihrousands of adher- 
nts and friends of the Salvation 
Army, bearing flags and_ torches, 
‘ormed in parade array in West Four 
teenth street, near the national head- 
quarters of the organization at eight 
o'clock, and to the musie of four 
bands, marched down through the 
poorer settion of the East Side, thou- 
sands of the residents of that district 
‘ollowing the line to the city hall 
park When a near approach to or- 
ler was had, General Booth address- 

d the assemblage, three megaphones 
standing’ befowe. him repeating lis 
words in unison. He said: 

The General's Speech. 

“My beloved comrades and friends 
ve have had a mighty time. I leav 
vith confidence in your loyalty and 
yerseverance in the war. Be true to 
your principles, your master; stand 
xy His cross as H® stood by you; be 
‘tue to your commander, she is worthy 
if it. She has the love of my soul 
Be true to your poor general Pre- 
sare to fight to the death for God, for 
salvation, for the true welfare of the 
nation; to get people to be good to 
men and women, to the Saviour of 
your fellow men. Salvation for the 
President, for the government, for the 


people, for the police, for the United 
States, for poor Old England, for the 
world. Win the world for Jesus. 


Fight the whole of your lives; meet 
me in Heaven. Glory to God in the 
righest and on earth, ppace, good will 
to men 

“You have nearly killed me, but I 
shall recuperate on the steamer. 

“Friend of everybody, enemy ot 
non.e Good-bye, I may never live t 
some to see you again. I have lots 
of friends here, God bless them, your 
wives and yourselves, Hallelujah, 
all live for the salvation of the world 
Fire a volley.”

London, Nov, 1l—If ever there was a 
melancholy landing of foreign royalty 
on British soil, it was at two this aft- 
ernoon, when the kaiser stepped from 
the yacht Hohenzollern on the Ports- 
nouth wharf, What was planned for a 
gorgeous pugeant with joy and enthus- 
iasm might well be taken for a fun- 
sral. The fog was so dense that the 
kaiser and his consort had almost to 
feel for the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Connaught, who were on the 
‘anding stage tO greet them, The 
crowd could not see the visiting roy- 
ilties and the latter could not see the 
crowd, There was not much cheering 
beeause nobody could tell the time to 
cheer. Water dripped from every- 
hing. The kaiser was evidently anxi- 
sus lest the dampness would have an 
unfavorable effect On his throat 
trouble and he was muffled up until 


he looked almost like a walking 
mummy, 

London, Nov. 11.—Fog completely 
ruined the celebration and nearly 


caused an awful seandal, which would 
have resulted had there been no wel 
come at all, Supposing they would 
have an extra hour to themselves, all 
the great personages from the Prince 
of Wales down had left Waterside and

Ottawa, Nov. 1.—The anntal — re- 
port of the Minister of Railways for 
the nine months’ fiscal period, end- 
ing March 31 last, was isswed on Sat- 
urday Canada has. expended on 
railways so far. $329,260,947, Over 
thirteen millions of thie amount was 


spent prior to confederation. 
There was charted to capital ac- 
count $162,050,056, which inclades 


over $5,000,000 paid as railway eubsi- 
dies charged tothe consolidation fund 
The total revenue since confederation 
received on government reilways was 
$118,819,546 For nine months’ fiscal 
period the gross earnings of govern- 
ment roads were $6,509,186, 


The Intercolonial railway earned 
$6,248,311, the Windsor branch §$45,- 
440 and the Prince Edward Island 


$215,494 Gross working ex- 
penses were $6,328,895, leaving a net 
surplus of $180,440 Expenditure on 
the Intereolonial was $6,030,171, leav- 
ing a eurplus of $218,139. There was 
a profit ef $30,000 on the Windsor 
road and a deficit of $67,713 on Prince 
Edward Island. Passenger earnings 
were $1,052,438, freight earnings $4,- 
032,745, while mail and express con- 
tributed $235,039 and $28,087 was re- 
ceived from miscellaneous soure?s. 

The number of passengers carried 
was 2,044,847, and freight traffic ag- 
gregated 2,606,078 tons. The national 
transcontinental railway expended 
during the fiscal period $5,537,867.

What motive Quigley had tor trying 
to murder his friend may never be 
known, though he told the jury that 
he was so evraged at the doctor's im- 
moral int’mtions toward a woman, 
whum the prisoner did not know, that 
he bought a revolver and drove the 
doctor out with the intention of shoot- 
ing to main him, and thereby frus- 
trate the dector’s immoral intentions. 

During the timte the doctor was 
supposed to have told Quigley his 
intentions, Quigley made no remarks 
but bought a revolyer. The jury took 
ten minutes to find him guilty of at- 
tempted murder, evidently disbeliev- 
ing the whole story Dr. Smith at- 
tributes the motive of the crime to 
robbery, as he had a small sum of 
money, which Quigley thought to be 
larger, and two diamond rings on his 
person 

In answer to the judge's question, 
had he anything to say why sentence 
should not be passed, the prisoner, 
who seemed moved, said: “I can only 
say I thought I was justified in doing 


as I did I never had any intention 
of murdering the man.’

An ideal autumnal day and the anti- 
ciption of a keen game drew a large 
attendance of spectators to the Rugby
